New library? Not this semester 

-- More construction delays push 

anticipated move-in date of 
the Paul Meek Library to May

The completion dale for the new 
Paul Meek Library has been delayed 
to the end of May because of a labor 
shortage on the part of the contrac¬ 
tor. 

Along with the three-week job of 
mdving the books and shelves into 
the library, the interior still must be 
painted, carpeted and furnished. 

M I am very disappointed ..because 
I especially wanted the seniors who 
are graduating this year to have some 
experience ... being in the new, at¬ 
tractive facility,” Library Director 
Joel Stowers said. 

The original December 1995 
completion date of the project was 
pushed back to mid-March before 
this latest delay. 

’ The contractor, Flintco Inc., is un¬ 
der toms with the university to com¬ 
plete construction by March, which 
it still plans to do, Stowers said. Once 
they are completed, however, it will 
still take six jo eight weeks to move 
the furniture and get the building car¬ 
peted before books and other mate¬ 
rials can be moved in. 

Stowers said the library should be 
ready for students enrolled in the first 
summer term. 

There have also been minor bud¬ 
geting problems, Stowers said. Most 
of the equipment in the library will 
be new, but the building funds will 
not be enough to cover the whole 
project. For example, there will not 
be as much seating as was originally 
planned. 


“But we will have enough (seat¬ 
ing). in my opinion, to satisfy the 
needs of the current student body,” 
Stowers said. 

Funds are also unavailable to pur¬ 
chase the 12 computers needed for 


the library’s new computer lab. 

The speciafrollections area also 
lacks needed mowy. This area will 
house Rep. Ed Jones’ congressional 
papers as well as some of Gov. Ned 
McWhcrter’s papers. Both men will 


also have offices in this area. Funds 
for unpaid projects will come out of 
future university budgets. 

The new facility will cover 
115,000 sq. ft., 50,000 sq. ft. more 
than the old library.* 

“We will have space to add to our 
collection, and that was one of the 
reasons we got the (new) library,” 
Stowers s^id. “At our current rate of 
growth, we’ll have space for 20 
years."

iShspect cha rged with three recent Martin rapes

A 27-year-old Martin man has 
been bound over to the May session 
of the Weakley County Grand Jury, 
charged with three rapes which 
occurred.during a six-month period 
last year in Martin. 

Willie J. Taylor faces two charges 
of rape, one charge of aggravated 
rape, three counts of aggravated 
burglary and one charge of especially 
aggravated burglary. 

If Taylor committed these crimes, 
numerous prowler calls from the last 
couple of years, including some made 
in and around campus, would be 
cleared up, Martin Police 
Investigator J.D. Sanders said. 


Taylor waived his preliminary 
hearing, which was scheduled for 
Jan. 11 at General Sessions Court in 
Dresden. Martin Police arrested 
Taylor Jan. 2 on charges stemming 
from a Sept. 5 burglary. He was 
charged with the other crimes on the 
following day. 

In the three alleged rapes, the 
perpetrator entered his victims' 
homes Jhrough unlocked doors, 
Sanders said. 

Another man was arrested by the 
Mahin Police Department for the 
rape that occurred July 24 on Elm 
Street, but DNA testing excluded him 
as a suspect in the case. 

On Aug. 15 a second rape was 
reported on Lee Street, and the third 
rape was reported Dec. 18 on 


Summer Street. Sanders said. 

Although media reports have 
indicated Taylor had allegedly 
confessed to the rapes, Sanders 


declined to comment. 

Taylor is currently being held in 
Weakley County Jail on a $150,000

Court gives two UTM students pretrial 
diversion on drug possession charges

A UTM student and former UTM 
student each received a probationary 
pretrial diversion on January 11 at 
General Sessions Court in Dresden 
on marijuana possession charges 
stemming from their arrest by UTM 
police during finals week last semes¬ 
ter. 

Steve Calvin, a senior Criminal 
Justice major from Memphis, and 
Les Jordan, who was enrolled at the 
time as a sophomore Business major 
from Memphis, were each placed on 
an 11-month.

After further investigation, they 
reportedly recovered a small bag of 
a substance they believed to be mari¬ 
juana from Jordan’s pocket and found 
a cigar which contained a substance 
they suspected to be marijuana from 
the truck. 

Under the terms of a pretrial diver¬ 
sion, the two may petition to have the 
charges removed from their records, 
if they fulfill the terms of their pro¬ 
bation.

Search for new VC A A narrows to 
seven prospects from 130 applicants

The search for a new vice chan¬ 
cellor of Academic Affairs has been 
narrowed to seven possibilities as the 
advisory committee prepares to sub¬ 
mit the names to the UT system in 
Knoxville. 

The position, which was vacated 
by Dr. Frank Black last fall, has 
drawn as many as 130 applicants, 
said committee Chairman Dc, 
Maurice Field. 

“Basically what we have done is 
sent out the requests and ended up 
with 130 people responding.” Field 
said. “Our initial goal was to have this 
position filled before the spring 1995 
semester began, but with the over¬ 
whelming response, it just wasn’t 
possible." 

Field said that with so many ap¬ 
plicants, coupled with the fact that 
almost all of them were highly quali¬ 
fied for the position, it took days to 
go through the applications. 

“At this point, we’re having to 
write a narrative summary, which is 
required by the university system. 
This includes such things as the 
strengths and weaknesses of those 
selected, a total list of everyone.who 
applied, with identifying protection 
groups, and, for any protected group, 
if any person in one of those groups 
were not pan of the seven, we have 
to explain why,” Field said. 

The second thing that is going on 
is we are making calls and checking 
references of those seven people. 
These people have already sent in 
written material, but we have a spe¬ 
cific list of questions the committee 
would like to know,” Field said.

The committee plans to meet to¬ 
day to review the final version of 
the narrative summary and to discuss 
the telephone calls made. If the caffs 
do not produce a reason to pull a 
name, these seven finalists, along 
with the narrative summary, will be 
presented to Chancellor Margaret 
Perry. 

"At that point, as Understand it, 
she will take this to the UT system, 
and they will look at our narrative 
summary and the seven candidates. 
If they feel all of the bench-marks 
have been met with regard to protec¬ 
tive groups and so forth, then they 
will give us the nod, and we can be¬ 
gin setting up interviews." Field said. 

“We are running slower than we 
thought.

UTM will have student representative on 
THEC this year, to be chosen by election

A UTM student will have the op¬ 
portunity to serve a one-year term on 
the Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission (THEC) because of a 
bill passed by the state Legislature 
last spring. 

The passage of House Bill #1766 
and Senate Bill #1812 makes it pos¬ 
sible to add student representation to 
THEC, in which one student from the 
UT system and one from the Tennes¬ 
see Board of Regents system will 
serve with non-voting status. 

“Students, for a number of y/ears. 
lobbied the Legislature to make it 
known that they wanted student rep¬ 
resentation with this commission be¬ 
cause they recommend fees and 
such," said Vice Chanccllorof Stu¬ 
dent Affairs Dr. Phillip Watkins. 

"Then successfully, in 1994, the 


Legislature approved the bill and set 
guidelines for the procedure and cri¬ 
teria for the selection of the member.” 
Watkins said. 

The bill stales that the membership 
for the UT student member shall be 
on. a rotating basis among the four 
campuses. The first member was 
from the Knoxville campus and be¬ 
gan serving the term on July I, 1994 

A UTM student will serve from 
July 1, 1995, until July I. 19%. The 
member will then be selected from 
the Chattanooga campus followed 
the next year by a student from UT 
Memphis. 

“This means every four years Mar¬ 
tin will have a representative,” 
Watkins said.’The position will be 
filled by getting three nominees cer¬ 
tified by Chancellor Margaret Perry 
then submitted to the governor. 

“At this point, the governor will 
appoint the UTM student who will 


be on the THEC for the 1995-96 
term,” Watkins said. 

Watkins said that he has discussed 
the selection process with SGA Presi¬ 
dent Cherie Gillespie and together 
they are tentatively looking at mak¬ 
ing this a part of the spring campus¬ 
wide elections. 

“First we want to let it be known 
that this opportunity is available.” 
Watkins said. "Then we will let 
people apply to be on a ballot, pro¬ 
viding they meet the criteria.” 

This criteria stated in the bills is 
that the candidate must be a resident 
of Tennessee, a full-time student and 
in good academic standing with the 
university. 

“Once they get on the ballot they 
will campaign to let voters know why r 
they want to hold this position. That 
way all students can have a say on 
who the top three choices are,” 
Watkins said.

Residents of Weakley County are 
striving to help families in need 
through the Habitat for Humanity 
International program. 

That is because, according to the 
Tennessee Housing Development 
Agency, Weakley County is facing a 
serious housing shortage. 

With this in mind, the community 
officially formed the Weakley 
County Habitat chapter in November 
to help to make a difference in the 
lives of others. The chapter is gov¬ 
erned by a local board headed by 
president Nancy Miller-Herron. 

“We believe it is important that the 
local Habitat chapter not only be sen¬ 
sitive to the needs of all Weakley 
Countians for decent, affordable 
housing, but that it reflect a unified 
group of countians working together 
for a worthy cause,” Miller-Herron 
said.

family must contribute 350 hours of 
sweat equity and make monthly 
mortgage payments. These payments 
are used to build the next Habitat 
home. 

However, funds are needed to sup¬ 
port the first Habitat homes. The 
Weakley County Habitat chapter is 
currently targeting corporate busi¬ 
nesses to raise this money. Six local 
banks have each donated $1,000 to 
the Weakley Habitat Chapter. 

Alpha Phi Omega, a service fra¬ 
ternity, also plans to donate the pro¬ 
ceeds of this year's AJJ-Sing. 

Students, faculty, clubs and other 
organizations are encouraged to be¬ 
come involved by donating their 
time, talent or money.

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A year after the fire, Jratprepares for new house 


House should 
be ready by 
end of March

It’s a good thing the ATO trailer 
is on wheels. 

A little over a year after it rolled 
in to serve as the interim home for 
UTM’s Alpha Tau Omega chapter, 
it will be rolling out at the end March 
when the frat expects to be able to 
move in to it’s new abode. 

ATO President Paul Albright sai<J 
the builders are still hoping to have 
the new house completed by the 
proposed date, despite weather 
delays. However, the cost will 
probably exceed the initial bid of 
$405,000. 

“The cost is already over the bid 
by about $12,000 and the total cost 
will probably be close to $500,000 
by the time they finish,” Albright 
said. 

The new house will be twice as 
big as the old one, including a TV 
room, an alumni room, an office 
room and three storage rooms. It will 
also include 11 bedrooms that will 
house 22 brothers. The old house 
only contained four bedrooms and 
little additional space.

Because the house will not be 
completed in lime, ATO will have 
spring rush in the UC. All four nights 
of rush will have to be in the UC, 
Albright said, because it will be too 
cold to put up a tent like they did 
last fall. 

To celebrate the opening of this 
new house, the ATOs may push back 
their February Founder’s Day to the 
end of March, or whenever the house 
is completed, and invite alumni back 
to dedicate the new building. 

ATO was forced to build the new 
house after their old one was 


destroyed by fire Jan. 10,1994. The 
blaze began in a small office and was 
ruled accidental. 

In addition to losing the house, 
Albright said ATO also lost $35,000 
worth of reno/ations that were 
installed the day before the accident. 
The money to pay for the new house 
came largely from the insurance on 
the house and renovations, Albright 
said. 

Because the fire happened the day 
before students were expected back 
to campus last spring, no one was 
hurt.

bond. However, the Weakley County 
Sheriff's Department has received 
an order to transfer Taylor to the 
Obion County Jail, Chief Deputy 
Mark Black said. 

Media reports indicated that 
Taylor requested the transfer because 
he had been beaten up and harassed 
by other inmates. However, the 
Sheriff's Department denies this 
claim. 

'Taylor hasn’t been beater} up. I 
think maybe he has a concern of 
being beaten, and that may be why 
he requested the transfer," Sheriff 
Mike Wilson said. 

In other media reports, Taylor has 
also been linked to the June 6, 1993, 
rape of a UTM student that happened 
north of the city limits. MPD's 
Sanders again declined comment. 
Donald Freeman, 42, is currently 
serving time for that rape, after being 
convicted by a Weakley County 
circuit court jury. 

In that rape, the coed reported that 
she had gone to bedSt about 
midnight and was attacked when she 
answered a knock at the door. She 
alleges Freeman pulled her out on 
the front porch, began hitting her 


about the head and violated her 
during the attack. 

Freeman remains in a state 
detention center in Memphis. 
Although Freeman's attorney said he 
plans to file a motion for a new trial 
on the grounds of newly discovered 
evidence, no action has yet been 
taken. 

If the motion is made, it will be 
up to District Attorney Tommy 
Thomas to oppose or support the 
motion. If he opposes it, a hearing 
will be held, in which the court can 
order or refuse a trial be held.. 

If he supports the motion, the state 
could set the matter for trial again 
or could dismiss the case, Thomas 
said. 

"Routinely, I oppose the motion 
in most cases. My office is still 
investigating this caserWe expect to 
decide in a few days whether we will 
support the motion," he said. "If I 
decide to support the motion, then 
in all likelihood, the state will not 
pursue a new trial. 

"It might be tough to try, since the 
eyewitness identified someone else. 
That makes it difficult. And I don't 
know if I would want to pul the 
victim through another trial."

The Grammar Hotline telephone 
number is 587-7277, and it is located 
in the Writing Lab in 209 Humani¬ 
ties. The hours of operation are 9 a.m. 
- 7 p.m. Monday-Thursday and 9 
a.m. - 4 p.m. on Friday. 

The hotline answers questions per¬ 
taining not only to grammar but to 
mechanics and research as well. The 
most frequent requests seem to per¬ 
tain to punctuation and bibli¬ 
ographies, said Dr. Marcia Lavely, 
an English teacher who helps oper¬ 
ate the hotline. 

The hotline is open to all students, 
faculty and staff.

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Students shaken by recent 
Japanese earthquake

The earthquake measuring 7.2 on 
the Richter scale that shook Japan 
early Tuesday morning sent tremors 
that could be felt on the UTM cam¬ 
pus. 

About 25 students in UTM’s In¬ 
ternational Program are from Osaka. 
Japan’s second-largest city with 6.5 
million people, and many are con¬ 
cerned about friends and family 
members in the affected area. 

The largest amount of damage was 
done to Kobe, a city of 1.4 million 
people 22 miles east of Osaka. Kobe 
is about 280 miles southwest of To¬ 
kyo. where the quake was barely felt. 

The epicenter was on Awaji Island 
in the Inland Sea, according to wire 
reports. The quake hit at 5:46 a.m. 
Tuesday (2:46 p.m. CST Monday). 

The death toll is above 3,000 al¬ 
ready, and it is expected to rise be¬ 
cause some areas of Kobe cannot yet 
be reached. More than 11,000 people 
have been treated for injuries, and 
more than 1,000 were still missing 
at press time. 

Fortunately, families of the UTM 
students appear to have escaped in¬ 
jury, in spite of damage to several 
of their homes during the 20-second 
quake. 

’*1 still haven't made contact with 
friends of mine that were from Kobe. 
I'm not surprised at the earthquake, 
but I have been a little scared in the 
smaller quakes I’ve been through,” 
said Shingo Takada, a sophomore 
Marketing major. “ 

“An outside wall felbdown near 
my house," said Osaka native 
Arinobu Okano, a freshman Interna¬ 
tional Studies major. "My family’s 
dog ran away, but it came back later.” 

Though Japan is a seismically ac¬ 
tive area, the people of that region 
were not as mentally prepared as 
people around Tokyo who often see 
5 or higher quakes, said John 
Eisterhold. dean of International 
Programs. 

“Osaka doesn’t have much (earth¬ 
quake activity),” said freshman 
Management mqjor Takuya 
Yamauchi, also from Osaka. “We 
only have about two or three quakes 
a year that can be felt.” 

However, UTM students from 
Tokyo can empathize with the cur¬ 
rent plight of those in Kobe. 

“We are Accustomed to earth¬ 
quakes (in Tokyo). We have them 
about 100 times a year," said senior 
Pre-MBA major Shinichi Masatoshi 
“This has been tough mentally on 
the students," Eisterhold said. “We 
have been trying to apprise the stu¬ 
dents of the situation and allay their 
fears." 

The department is doing what it 
can to get the students in contact with 
their families, Eisterhold said. How¬ 
ever, there has been anxiety. Many 
of the students are staying updated 
by television. 


A combination of factors ac¬ 
counted for the high death toll in the 
Japanese quake, said Geology Pro¬ 
fessor Tom McCutchen. 

The area was densely populated, 
many of the destroyed buildings in 
the area were built shortly after 
World War II (not up to earthquake 
standards), and the Japanese quake 
had high vertical displacement, 
McCutchen said. 

The result of high vertical dis¬ 
placement is the throwing of objects 
that are not anchored to the floor, 
McCutchen said. Horizontal dis¬ 
placement causes objects to slide 
along surfaces. 

1 "Kobe was a lovely city. It is a city 
of culture and business, in addition 
to oeing an important port.” 
Eisterhold said. “(The quake) wul 
put a strain on the country, but the 
Japanese are resilient people." 
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The series of quakes that 

formed Reelfoot Lake during 
1811 -1812 registered above 8 on 
the Richter scale five timet. An 
earthquake of that magnitude 
would be about 30 times more 
powerful than the Japan* quake. 

"Building damage starts at 
about 6 on the Richter scale," said 
Tom McCutchen, professor in the 
Geology Department. "Our area is 
due for a 6 (magnitude) quake ev¬ 
ery 25 or 30 \ . J 

The last time UTM was affected 
by a comparable quake was 1968 
when the campus was rocked by 
a 5.8-magnitude tremor. 
McCutchen was in EPS when the 
quake occured 

"It was not a violent quake,’ 
McCutchen said. There was go

If a quake were to hit UTM in 
the next lew years.

A crowd of 3,669 witnessed the 
game at Elam Center, and the 
broadcast was available in mat 
than 4 million homes in a seven- 
state region on the SportSouth 
cable network. 

Tennessee Tech, which has the 
nation’s leading shot blocker, 
Lorenzo Coleman, led by as many 
as 23 points in the second half 


dramatic run. 

Tennessee Tech jumped to an 
early 20-9 lead over UTM midway 
through the opening half. The 
Golden Eagles, led by the hot hand 
of shooting guard Chris Turner, 
increased their advantage to as 
many as 16 points. UTM closed 
the gap to 10 points on Demarko 
Wright’s buzzer-beating 3-pointer 
as Tech led 42-32 at the break. 

In the second half, costly 


turnovers, which have been a 
problem for the Pacers all year, 
hurt UTM again, and Tech 
capitalized, pushing its lead to 59- 
36 with 14:55 remaining in the 
contest. 

UTM produced a run to cut 
Tech's deficit to 12 points on 
DeWayne Powell's layup with 
4:14 remaining. Tennessee Tech 
led 76-64. 

UTM continued to knock on the 
door as the Golden Eagles’ lead 


was cut to five, 80-75, with 2:00 
remaining. 

After Wright converted one of 
two free throws to close the gap 
to 80-76, Tech’s Marc Glanton 
committed his fifth foul on the 
Eagles’ next possession. 

The Pacers capitalized as 
Wright sank two free throws, 
bringing them within two with 
1:24 remaining. 

On Inch’s next possession, the 
Eagles committed another 
turnover. However, a 3-point 
attempt by Powejl that would have 
put UTM ahead did not fall as the 
Pacers were then forced to foul. 
Tech's Chad Crouch missed both

The UTM basketball team, who 
have given their opponents 
problems when taking the court 
despite falling short down the 
stretch, bounced back Saturday 
night as 2,439 fans cheered the 
Pacers to an 83-70 win over Oral 
Roberts. 

UTM, which came close to 
pulling off one of the biggest wins 
in the school’s history last Monday 
against Tennessee Tech (see 
related story), grabbed its third 
win in 13 tries on the season. 

Junior guard DeWayne “Pooh” 
Powell, who hasn't found the 
touch lately, was on fire as he led 
the Pacers in scoring and finished 
with a game high 26 points, 10 
rebounds, and 9 assists, in 35' 
minutes of play. 

Forward Michael Hart, who is 
the team leading scorer (17.4 ppg), 
finished with 21 points. 


UTM shot a hot 54 percent from 
three-point range in the opening 
half as it held leads as large as 16 
points and led ORU 42-27 at the 
break. 

The second half was much of 
the same as UTM kept its poise, 
shooting a relentless 60 percent 
from the field. 

The Pacers, however, were 
outscored by Oral Roberts, 43-41 
in the second half, but the 28-point 
lead with just under five minutes 
remaining was too much for the 
Golden Eagles to overcome as 
UTM held on to win 83-70. 

UTM had their best joijg-range 
shooting perform aifceof the 
season, connecting on 11 of 19 
three pointers for a remarkable 
63.2 percent against ORU. 

UTM returns to conference 
action Saturday night when they 
host OVC rival Murray State in the 
nightcap of a doubleheader. Tip- 
off is set for 7:30 p.m. at the Elam 
Center.

The UTM Lady Pacer 
basketball team, which played 
it's second of a five-game 
homestand last Friday night, 
gave a handful of fans 
something to cheer about 
following its 78-76 overtime 
win over St. Louis University. 

The Lfidy Pacers, who 
defeated the Lady Billikens in 
their seas 9 n opener at St. 
Louis, improved their record 
to 4-6 on the year, and 
completed a two-game sweep 
of SLU (3-8). 

UTM senior guard Tara 
Tansil led the Lady Pacer team 
with a game high 16 points in 
40 minutes of action. 

The Lady Pacers shot a poor 
37 percent from the field and 
20 percent from three- point 
range in the first half but still 
held on to lead at the break, 27- 
26, over the Lady Billikens.

Commonwealth to the Elam 
Center on Dec. 5. The VCU Rams 
came storming back from a 29-26 
halftime deficit to down the 
Pacers, 67-60. 

UTM took part in the Delta 
Airlines Bearcat Classic hosted by 
the University of Cincinnati of the 
Great Midwest Conference on 
Dec. 9. 


The Pacers finished last (4th) in 
the holiday tournament, falling 
short in the opening round against 
a strong Marshall team. 92-84, and 
the consolation game against host 
team Cincinnati, 110*56. 

UTM sought revenge for a Dec.
